The discussion was enlivened by 
an opinion on the part of James 
Banda, Committee Secretary, that 
the firm may not have a legal right 
to refile for the zoning in North 
Wilmington, 

Banda, who is anattorney in pri- 
vate life, was of the opinion that 
Section 8 of the General Laws pre- 
cluded the firm from having the 
right to refile within a two year 
period - an opinion that he changed 
Slightly in the course of the dis- 
cussion, 

Banda, after Costello had left, 
wrote a letter to Town Cousel 
Philip Buzzell, asking that gentle~ 
man’s opinion on the same subject. 

The plan which the Wilmington 
Development Company plans to file 
for its new proposal for reoning 
will not be the same one which lost 
in the annual Town Meeting, by fail 
ure toachieve a two-thirds majori- 
ty, Costello told the members of 
the Planning Board, 

He was not prepared to say 


exactly what the proposais would 
be, but he did indicate that there 
would be changes in the proposed 
buffer zone along Concord Street, 

The Planning Board, in the last 
few minutes before the annual Town 
Meeting, had come to a meeting of 
the minds with the Wilmington De- 
velopment Co., on a 100 buffer 
zone, along the street, 

Costello told the Planning Board 
that the proposal, in which the firm 
gave up seven acres out of 31, was 
too expensive. 

In the other factor discussed, 
the date of the proposed coming 
‘Town Meeting, no one in the Plan- 
ning Board could give information, 

They told Costello that the meet- 
ing would be called by the Select- 
men, that there would probably be 
very little time allowed to call for 
public hearings, and some of the 
Planning Board members were of 
the opinion that the Special Town 
Meeting could not possibly be held 
in April.

The excitement engendered by 
the Town Meeting has ebbed - and 
during the slack, let’s try to nar- 
row the areas of misunderstanding, 
I feel there were many voters pre- 
sent who honestly wanted to do what, 
was best for the town but whowere 
confused by the various statements 

For instance, while there is time 
to consider, it would be construc- 
tive if one of the glib users of the 
phrase ‘Spot Zoning’ would give its 
definition; and state the chapter and 
section of the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth (or section and pa- 
ragraph of the Zoning By-Law) 
where this definition will be found, 
At present, Spot Zoning is just a 
dirty word, and if applied often 
enough, and vehemently enough, the 
dirt rubs off on the subject. | 

A fact: The land along the Rail- 
roads had no zoning restriction 

ntil 1934; this was the date of the 
first zoning by-law; and then for 
21 years (except for a portion near 
Wilmington Square) was zoned In- 
dustrial, During this time, the re- 
sidential lots along the Reading 
branch were divided and most of 
the dwellings in the area were built 
Possibly 10 dwellings in the area 
do not come under this heading. 

Also, during this time, this was 
a busy track with 50 passenger | 
trains a day beside freights. In 
1955, the Industrial zone along the 
Reading Branch was mostly re- 
zoned to SRA. 

Read a few words of wisdom of 
the Planning Board which guided 
the preparation and submission of 
the 1955 Zoning By- Law: ‘‘Second- 
ly, zoning can do a job only it it is 
kept a flexible instrument which is 
up-to-date in terms of changes 
affecting community growth and 
conditions. This (By-Law) should 
not be considered as an irrevoca- 
ble document, but rather one which 
furnishes broad guidance.’’ - Page 
32, Town Report, 1955, And, in 
the General Plan Report published 
in 1957, Page 1: ‘The general 
character of land use is suggested 
by the geography itself; clearly 
defined Residential areas; exten- 
sive industrial lands utilizing level 
spaces adjoining the length of the 
railroads; and knots of commercial 
use where the main lines of circu- 
lation intersect.’’ And, from page 
2, ‘*Route 28 - The imminent re- 
location of this ROOte will of itself 
create some problems - and also 
opportunities’; from page 3, ‘‘The 
next step is the positive promotion 
of the best use of the land;....the 
detailed studies submitted below 
are presented with full awareness 
that as the probable future becomes 
the indusputable present, the Gen- 
eral Plan will need to be re- 
examined and revised, for enither 
the Town nor knowledge will stand 
still”?

And there are detriments, One 
of them ts traffic. Avco, for in- 
stance, 

How much better it would be if 
there were only a dozen people 
there, a couple in each building, 
Or would it? 

Unless these men were super 
geniuses redoubled, the place 
wouldn’t show a profit, it would be 
a surplus, it would be sold; proba- 
bly at less than assessed value; 
thereby creating a new assessed 
value, and again filling the build- 
ings with personnel who had an 
understandable urge to get home 
expeditiously at the end of their 
shift - even as you and I, 

It is usually people in a closely 
controlled environment who pro- 
duce value; if the environment is 
too closely controlled, it’s a pri- 
son, and if the personnel are re- 
leased at intervals for refueling, 
its traffic, 

And still on traffic: Town Mana- 
gers, Selectmen, the Planning 
Board - even Editors - have agi- 
tatea and protested before commit- 
tees, have buttonholed engineers, 
legislators and commissioners and 
either because of, or in spite of 
them, Wilmington has access to 
Route 93 at four points, more than 
in any comparable community, 

Each of these points is a con- 
Stant focus of diverse planning - by 
the home builders and industries, 
junk dealers and researchers, re- 
tallers and truckmen - and most of 
all by Real Estate brokers. 

The pooential of every inch of In- 
dustrial land has been examined; 
costs apparently outweigh benefits, 
In addition to the highway exits, 
some evil (even, it is suggested, 
venial) influences have conspired 
to improve the roads leading from 
these exits entirely to facilitate 
the circulation of highway beho- 
moths throught our residential 


streets,

‘Parson - to - Person’ 

I want to speak to a subject that 
I consider important in the life of 
our church - the Sacrement of 
Infant Baptism, Perhaps it is es- 
pecially timely during this Lenten 
Season, since we will be baptizing 
infants on Palm Sunday. 

There seems to arise occasion- 
ally instances of misunderstanding 
with regard to our policy concern- 
ing Infant Baptism, It is required 
that parents desiring to have in- 
fants baptized attend a one-hour 
pre-baptismal seminar on the 
meaning of infant baptism, Now and 
then parents indicated the feeling 
that this is an unfair requirement, 
but is in fact the only responsible 
Position that the church and the 
pastor can take with regard to some 
thing as important as Infant Bap- 
tism. 

Very sew of us would signovera 
blank check to any person and say 
+o them cheerfully, ‘You fill in the 
amount,’ Yet, in a very real sense, 
this is what we do when we bring 
van infant to the chancel of the 
church without adequate under- 
Standing of the vows, 

It seems altogether unlikely that 
Parents, having reached the chan- 
cel during a worship service, are 
going to listen to their vows, decide 
they couldn’t keept them, and turn 
away. Therefore, we have the tra- 
gically unfortunate situation of 
some parents taking vows, con- 
sciously aware that the vows will 
not be kept. This kind of act cer- 
tainly brings the condemnation of 
God upon us, 

There are also many occasions 
when persons totally unrelated to 
the life, worship and work of the 
church come to the pastor as- 
suming that they can ‘have the 


baby done’ on very short notice, 
without. any intention of accepting 
seriously any of the vows involved, 
For the pastor to acceed to such a 
request is nothing short of com- 
plete irresponsibility to the 
church, the sacrament and the in- 
dividuals involved. 

Many times it is the persons who 
assume the most about the meaning 
of infant baptism who demonstrate 
the most appaling lack of under- 
standing of its meaning. Some re- 
sent the requirement because it 
seems to suggest an inad3quacy on 
their part. Of course, this defen- 
sive attitude is not condusive to 
real growth and understanding of 
the nature of our Faith, 

The complaint is also made oc- 
casionally that it is difficult for 
parents to attend a pre-baptixmal 
seminar when they have infants at 
home. This difficulty I acknow- 
ledge and sympathize with; how- 
ever, the importance of the act 
being contemplated merits the ef- 
fort involved. 

The very fact that some parents 
come tothe pre-baptismal seminar 
and do not feel ready to accept the 
obligations as they are explained, 
and consequently do not have the in- 
fant baptized, seems to me to be 
the clincher which substantiates 


the need for this kind of study, 
If it seems to you that I have 
belabored aproblem, let me assure 
you that it is because of the in- 
tense responsibility I feel every 
time I take an infant in my arms 
and repeat the words, ‘I baptize 
thee in the name of the Father and 
the Son and the Holy Spirit’.’
